Warren Olney called and stated he had another question 
ha<t arisen on a urinap ing matter which he would like to come 19 “ 
discuss. I saw him Immediately. ^ 

He has a telegram addressed to the Attorney General referring 
to the disappearance of DeGallndez signed by the names of eleven different 
organisations which Included the American Civil Liberties Union, which requel 
the FBI to make a searching Investigation under the kidnap statute. 

• I told Mr. Olney that we had sent a memorandum to the Attorney ^ 
General Rogers and Mm today, and I read him the memorandum which concludes 
by pointing out there is no Indication that DeGallndez’ disappearance was connected 
with anyasslstance heEad rendered to the Bureau as an Informant and, likewise^ 
op to »*»>■ time, there Is no Indication of a violation over which the Bureau has 
Jurisdiction; that the New York Police were working on this and keeping the BureJ 
informed, and that "in the absence of a request from you to do so, no investiga* n 
is contemplated. " • 

Olney wanted to discuss how to answer the telegram. I told Olifey 
that It seemed to me that the only way to answer It was to stats that on the basis 
of available Information, there is no indication of any violation within our la- 
dle tlon and that in the absence of evidence indicating a violation, It would be 
Improper for the FBI to conduct Investigative activity, although the FBI Is keeping 
in close touch with the New York Police Department; and in the event there is any 
Information or evidence evallahle indicating a violation, then it should be called 
I go our attention. Olney stated he thoroughly concurred that this Is the proper 
approach and that our action wae correct In not getting involved In the case. 

He then etated, however, that by our phraseology "in the absence 
1 m a request from you to do so, no Investigation is contemplated, ’’ this, hi the 
I hands? someone who did not know tbs real intent, could conclmte t^ the Bureau 
1 w ining to investigate but that It was up to the DeparJjnenL I told Olney thar 
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TO TO what "saying was that we w^re makln* no . 

Investigation unless we were specifically directed to do eo by tta Dep^ent end 
that fti< * phraseology au weed out of deference to the Department as the P 0 ^ c 7%S^t- 
maklng organisation. X)lney did not agree.;~I told him that the only 
'world that we would aae each phraseology In a purely informative memorandum wma^ 
to put the Department on notice we were doing nothing for the reaaona stated unlemi^ 
TOlvlaed to thecontrmry. I told Olney that we couldn’t leave the matter hanging up^ 
in the air and I aaked him what kind of phraoeology would he sogg«»tv 
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’ Olney suggested that we merely state that the Bureau la not Jd t l n fjiT 
. action tor the reaeon, stated since there is no Jurisdiction; that 
require an answer unless the Department had some contrary riew. ln which 
l they could then come back to the Bureau. 4 O ^bjU&JSfc-
